As a result of the award of the
Strike Commission appointed by
President Roosevelt in 1902, the
Pennsylvania anthracite mine
workers benefit from a profit-shar-
ing. scheme such as does not exist
in any ot.her industry. A bonus of
6 per cent \‘vas added to their pay
last month, and in some months it
runs to 8 or 9 per cent.

The Strike Commission, after
granting a flat ten per cent advance
in wages, established what is known
as the "sliding scale.” It is from
the operation of this that, in ad-
dition to the extra ten per cent a-

a further advance of 1 per cent. for
every rise of five cents in the price
of anthracite at tidewater.

. The United States Commissioner
of Labor gathers every month the
figures from which to calculate the
average price, and then notifies
both operators and miners what the
bonus amounts to. If the price is
$4.70, for example, the bonus is 4
per cent; if it is $4.75 the bonus is
5 per cent and so on.

A decline in the price of coal be-
low $4.50 cannot cause a corre-
sponding decline in the mine work-
er's pay. The Commission, in a-
warding the ten per cent. advance
over what the men got before the
1902 strike, decreed that this should
be a minimum. The Commission
stated positively that the “sliding
scale” was to work in one direction
only—upward.
